Average farm prices, as report- 
in Fort Worth this week by th* 
Departm ent of Agriculture a* cf 
January 15, reveal 
that 
m ajor 
livestock prices are still well be­ 
low effective parity prices, de­ 
clares Ted Gouldy, special m arket 
reporter fur The Herald, in his 
weekly release.

Hogs were at 85 per cent of 
parity with average farm prices 
of $18.50 against effective parity 
value of $21.70. 
I^ambs brought 84 per cent of

The value of wool was figured 
at only 65 per cent of parity, as 
average fam i price was figured at 
15.2 cents per pound against effec­ 
tive parity of 69.5 cents (these 
figures did not include any in­ 
centive paym ents on wool).

To Have Vehicles 
nspeeted Soon 


Major Wilson E. Spoir, com­ 
mander of Region 4 of the Depart­ 
ment of Public Safety, announced 
this week that Texas motorists 
may be lined up for blocks before 
motor vehicle inspection stations 
as the April 15 deadline nears for 
obtaining safety inspection stick­ 
ers for cars and trucks. 
“Only 125.000 vehicles have re­ 
ceived 
their 
safety 
inspection 
tickers out of the 500.000 regis­ 
tered vehicles in Department ot 
Public Safety’s Region 4,” said 
Captain R. M. Hammett, 
com­ 
mander of motor vehicle inspection 
service of the region. 
‘'About IO 
weeks remain in which to obtain 
1958 inspections and there 
are 
375,000 vehicles still be to ire in­ 
spected in the 49 counties of Re­ 
gion 4. 
“Our Texas law requires that 
motorists have the safety inspec­ 
tion 
stickers on 
all 
registered 
motor vehicles by midnight April 
15. 
In addition, all trailers reg­ 
istered in Texas which exceed 
1000 pounds gross weight must 
have safety inspection stickers.”

"Curiosity is a natural pert of 
the growing-up prcnosses,” Musick 
said, 
"Many times a child's in­ 
vestigative 
actions lead 
to dan­ 
gerous 
situations, 
especially 
if 
they are left unsupervised. 
Yet, 
an opportunity to learn must not 
ho denied them. 


“Among safety experts, the best 
and safest plan is to answer chil­ 
dren’s quseitons, show them how 
things work and teach them to do 
things the safe way for themselves. 
O f course, this plan is not always 
the ea isot 
or most, 
convenient, 
hut it 
the most effective.”
